Stonixe PoraToEs.—Of late years the potato
has been one of the most profitable of farm-
erops In the east, and this chiefly arises from (he
fact that it is somewhat difficult to keep any
great quantity of them. Thos only so many are
grown that ean be preserved, and as the accom-
modations are limited there is no glut in the
market as there are with things whieh are grown
and must be sent to market as once. Of course
there are times when potatoes rule low. This is
apt to be the case with carly ones, grown espe-
ciaily for carly purposes, and which follow” the
same law that rules in transient vegetables. So
also those who grow potatoes and have no con:
veniences for storiog them. These have to
market in the fall, and have to take whatever
price may rule for them. Those who have good
eellars under their barns, or In any place safe
from frost and yet cool and dry, cun generally

make potato-growing pay; and these are nsual-
Iy the ones who da.

In old times a large quantity of potatoes were
stored out of doors in the open ground. They
were arranged in long ridges, not in great bulk,
as even u mass of potatoes will heat, and eover-
ed with €arth safliciently thick to keep out the
frost. But sines the incoming of the potato dis-
ease, Lhis plan Is not much fullowed. The in-
fected tubers wiil often rot, especially if the mass
heats u little, and the diseused oues will often
cowmuniecate the disease to the rest.  In aeellar
this can be seen and noted. but in & mound ous
of doors no one knows of the trouble till spring,
when great loss has been found. Besides this,
it Is #o diffiealt to get st them in winter that
those who have no way to preserve potatoes ex-
cept this, as a general thing prefer not to grow
at all rather than to be bothered with this.

Stored in cellars the potato is seldom trouble-
some if healthy. No matter In how great bulk,
or whether put in wet or dry, they seldom heat
toinjury. But il the seeds of disense be there
the little heat generated by the heaping togeth-
er of 5o many roots, is often enoagh 10 set the
disease to work, and very ureat losses lisve been
the consequenes,

Dampness undoubiedly favors the spread of
the potatoe disease, and therefore where there is
any chanee at all of the disease existing n the
roots, tliey ought to be stored as dry as possible.
Those which are to be Kept in this general way
should be dry and eool, but this should be espe-
cially seen to in the case of seed potutoes. Sinece
the potato-beetle came among us it is clear that
weare to have the best resalts from very early
planting, and by the use of the earilest varietics.
Now these early kinds are more casily affected
by warmgth than the late ones. They sprout
easily, and coolness is therefore the more essen-
tial for shem. Some people think it makes little
difference whether seed potatoes sprout or nok
before planting. We have known people tear
off sprouts several inches long, and cut up the -
tubers in full faith thatthey will sprout out
again and be none the worse for it. They do
geaerally grow ; but there s little doubt they
are constitutionally weaker, and mueh more
linble to disease than those which do not sprout
till ready to go in the ground. —Germantown
Telegraph.

Taz Ovster Crov.—As population Incresses
the consumption of oysters stendily grows, and
the grounds for propagating them are annually
enlarged. In anticipation of a very large de-
mand for these sacculent shell fish during the
coming year, the New Jersey oystermen have
many extensive beds beld In reserve, which will
not be disturbed the prescat season. As soon as
the spawning period Is over, which sxtends from
carly in May until the latter part of Aungust, the
oyster eommences to fatten and continues to fn-
erease in size until the advent of eold weather,
when it is sufllelently plump o tempt the palate
of an alderman o that of any other epicure.

A large proportion of the oyster planted along
the Jersey coast Is brought from Virginia, and
many vessels are employed in the work during:
the planting season. The sapply is also largely
increased by the spawning of those planted.
They are usnally placed in water about four fest
deep at high tide, which allows the bed to be un-
covered about ten hours ount of every twenty-
four. Some speeles of oysters have a larger
amount.of spawn-than others. When the egEs
leave the shell they arise to the surface of the
water, but foon after settle down and attach
themselves to any hard or rough substance witly
which they come in contact. The young oyster
grows rapidly, and in three years is marketable,
although it fs said not to reach its greatess size
before the sixth or seventh year. Planted 0F8-
fers, however, are rarely allowed to attaln so
great an age before they are removed. In order
10 increase their plompness and white amiur-
ance they are placed in fresh water for several
weeks.  On this account the oysters we eat af
the seuside, which come directly from the salt-
water, have generally a more briny and deeided
flavor than those brought to Philadelphis, al-
though the latter, to the eye, often look the
“pink of perfection,”” bot when judged by the
palate are sometimes found to be tasteless in-
' #ipid.— Eermantown Telagraph.

PrOPAGATING SHRUBS PROM GREEN CUTTINGS.
—It is probadiy net generally known to those
who are novices in horticultural mutters that
many of our hardy, ornamental shrubs may by
readily propagated by green cuttings taken off
in summer. An ordinary hot-bed sash placed
upon & board frame a foot high or less, and six
inches iu depth of sand (or sandy loam) at the
bottom and the stricture s complete. If the
frame is exposed fully to the san, It Is well to
white-wash the glass, to prevent burning the cut-
tings. The cuttings are taken from the terminal
shoots or side branches whiletheyurein agrow-
ing state. Three to four inches long will usnally
be sufficient for the course-growing varieties, the
lower leaves being removed and the npper ones
left entire. These soft cultings mav be set close
together fu the rows and the soll pressed firmiy
d?wn against them, after whieh it is well to wa-
ter the bed liberally and close up tightly. In
very hot weather one edge of the sssh may be
raised a little during the middle of the day to
prevent too high a temperature within the frame.
Three weeks sinee I put in some green cuttings
of the comparatively new Snowball, ( Vidurnmm
plicatwm) snd to-day they were found to have
produced a mass of roots and ready for planting
or potting. One good, strong plant in the gar-
den will supply a large quantity of sach green
cuttings during the season, and by a little at-
tention in planting and watering the greater
part can be made to grow,

Of course, all kinds of shrobs do not grow
readily from such green cuttings, but there are
many which will, and it is well to know i, es-
pecially I it is desirable to increase the number.
The greater part of the hardy, us well as tender
roses, can be multiplied in the same way, thereby
increasing the number of plants with very little
expense.— Correspondent Rural New Yorher.

How 1o KL NETTLES.—A correspondent of
the fowral from Jona, Mich., asks the best method
ol killing nettles. He says, “my lands
marsh five or six years deained and the thistles
are coming in faster than I like.” We know no
better way to kill nettles than to plow the gronnd
and cut off the sprouts as fast as they appear,
if possible ; such treatme .t will in two or three
months destroy any kind of weed. Our corres-
pondent is to be congratulated over his trouble-
some customers. Nettles only grow on the very
rlghest of land, and If his drained swafmgs or
mnrshes are troabled with nettles it ls o sign that
they ure rich enough to produce any kind of n
crop. Probably dralning the soil has made it
possible for nettle seeds which may have been
dormant for years to grow. The first effect of
all good farming is to inerease tke dificalty of
destroying weeds, as they grow so much more
readily in drained nnd highly manored soil. Bat
when weeds are killed erops of all kinds do so
much better as to well repay all the extra labor
and expense.

CELERY should be earthed-up as fast as it needs

it. Care should be exercised that yon donot get
the ““heart-stem” coversd over, as that will ma-

terially check Its growth. Do not fll up when

the stalks are wet—that’s what causes rust.

STRAWBERRY plants can be set out this month,
and, if properly protected during the winter will
beara good crop next season. There are so
many really good varieties that each oune must
make up their minds for themseives which they
will raise. Strawberries, like most othex plants,
will give far better returns if the ground s well
manured befors the plants are set.
